Som ething About This W orld Fam ous Old 
English Church. 
The architecture of W estminster ab­ 
bey dates liack to a remote period, but 
long before any part of the present 
“ glorious pile” was in existence a Sax­ 
on church stood upon the same spot. 
Many years before tho conquest tho 
Baxon chunk was connected v ith a 
monastic body of the B< uedietine order, 
which gave the name Western monas­ 
tery, or Westminster, to its place of 
abode, to distinguish it from S t Paul’s, 
in Loudon, which was known as East 
Minster. 
Considered architecturally, the first 
church here of which we have any au­ 
thentic history wns erected by Edward 
the Confessor and con set rated on Holy 
Innocents’ day, 1065. 
The greater part 
of the abbey was built by Henry IH in 
the style known as early English. Tho 
west front, with its grandly lx*nntarul 
windows, belongs to the fifteenth ecu 
tury, as does ulso the completion of tho 
uave and the aisles. The extrenn length 
of W estminster abbey is 511 L et, the 
width across the transepts is 203 feet 
and the w’idth across the aisles 79 feet; 
the height of the roof is 102 feet 
Tho fortunes of the abbey have fol­ 
lowed and are closely interwoven with 
those of the nation, and many, there­ 
fore, 
are its historical association a 
There the sovereigns of England have 
been crowned ever since the conquest 
The coronation stone, 
brought from 
Scotland by Edward I, may still be seen 
under the' coronation chair used by 
Richard 11. 
This chair has ever since 
been occupied by English rulers during 
the coronation ceremonies. 
W ithin the walls of tho abbey the 
funerals of many crowned heads have 
taken place, and sovereigns and mem­ 
bers of royal families have graves and 
tombs beneath its roof. 
Oliver Crom­ 
well never woro a crown, but his re­ 
mains were deposited for a tim e in a 
vault beneath Henry V II’s chapel w ith 
pomp never surpassed by that of royally. 
Tho south transept is known to the 
world as the “ poets’ corner,” because 
there, sleeping th* ir last sleep, are 
Chaucer, Spenser, Ben Jousen, Cowley, 
Dryden, Beaumont, Addison and Ten­ 
nyson and near by are monuments to 
Shakespeare, Milton, Isaac Watts, Gold­ 
smith and Johnson. 
In tho north transept are buried many 
renowned statesmen. 
There lie Pitt, 
Wilberforce, Fox, Peel, Canning aud 
Palmerston. 
Many eminent divines, 
men of letters, generals, admirals aud 
other persons known to fame are buried 
beneath the marble pavement or have 
monuments by its pillars or on its his­ 
toric walls.—Philadelphia Timea

In two of the museums of old Roman 
antiquities at Naples there are several 
water heaters, which indicate that the 
principle of the water tube, the crown­ 
ing feature of modern boilers, was fully 
nnderstood and appreciated some 2,000 
years ago. Mr. W. T. Bonner of Cin­ 
cinnati has been investigating these 
heaters bud found them to bo as inter­ 
esting as they are beautiful. 
One of 
them consists of an outer shell 
12 
inches in diameter* and nearly 17 inches 
high, surmounted by a somewhat hemi- 
epherically shaped top. Inside this shell 
Is an internal clyinder, also having a 
hemispherical top, which is 10 inches 
in diameter and 12 inches high. 
The 
two «hells are connected at the bottom 
by a rim, like the mud riug of a loco­ 
motive firebox, and the space between 
them was filled with water. The grate 
was formed of seven tnlies made from 
sheet bronze, roll* d ami soldered or 
bruzed 
These tubes open at both ends 
into the bottom of the space between 
the shells, thus forming a water tube 
grate for tlx fuel to rest upon. 
Charcoal was probably used with this 
heater and was placed on the grate 
through an .opening 4.8 inches high and 
4 inches wide, closed by a beautifully 
decorated door*. The gases from the fire 
escaped into the outer air through three 
small openings formed by tubes cross- 
ing from the inner to the outer shell 
about 5.6 inches above the grato. 
The 
whole apparatus w*as raised about 12 
Inches on a tripod so as to allow air tc 
reach the fuel. 
In another boiler of 
somewhat the same type the outer shell 
has the form of an urn, while the inner 
shell rises from a water tube grate to 
an opening in the side. It is 12 inches 
in diameter at tho widest part, 17.« 
inches high and supported ou a tripod 
about 4 inches high. Its general shape 
is much like that of the silver cream 
pitchers known as the Paul Revere pat­ 
terns, although, of course, it is much 
larger and has a top rlo.», d by a lid. 
It 
has been suggest* d that these utensils 
may havo served at some time to heat 
wine as well as water, which sugges­ 
tion appears reasonable, as many his­ 
torians s l a t e that the Pompeiians made 
great use of hot drinks. It may be that 
they were found in one of the termpodi 
or Cafes, of which there won; several in 
Pompeii, —Boston Transcript.

They will form the first woman's 
olass in a veterinary oolle^e in this 
country, though France has one gradu­ 
ate and there are a few in Germany 
and Russia. 
The name« of five young women have 
already been enrolled in tho institution, 
and letters of inquiry are being received 
from others ©veryr day.

the jurors should wake up and agree 
upon a verdict there wonld be no an­ 
nouncement, and the courtroom woald 
under no circumstances be opened until 
IO o’clock this morning. 
About 8 o'clock last night Judge Tut­ 
hill appeared at the criminal coart build­ 
ing, and being admitted alone by the 
bain ii - at the ©u bra hoe, lie passed quick­ 
ly upstairs, giving positive orders that 
nobody should be admitted to the build­ 
ing under any circumstances. 
Within 
a few minutes after he had issued these 
instructions. Attorney Piialen, for the 
defense, put in an appearance and de­ 
manded admission. 
He was promptly 
refused, and it took all his powers of 
persuasion and argument to get past the 
guard at the door. 
J a r o r s Exhaustt*d F or Waul o f S leep . 
Judge T ut hill went directly to the 
courtroom where he was told by the 
bailiffs in charge of the jury that sev­ 
eral of the jurymen were almost ex­ 
hausted by the ordeal to which they had 
been subjected during the last SO hours, 
aud that if they were not allowed some 
rest it would certainly result in some of 
them becoming ill. 
The jury also sent 
word that there was no immediate pros­ 
pect of an agreement and under the 
circumstances the judge gave orders 
that they be permitted to drop the case 
and go to sleep. 
Within a few minutes 
all were stretched on cots. 
“They have not agreed as yet,” said 
Judge Tuthill as he left the court house, 
“and when I became convinced that 
there was little prospect of their doing 
so, aud saw how weary some of them 
were, I told them to go to sleep and try 
lo agree in the morning. There would 
be no use in keeping them ap all of the 
night because In tho first place two or 
three of them woald in a -holt tune be 
utterly incapacitated by fatigue and no 
agreement coaid ever be obtained from 
nieu who are nervous from loss of sleep 
and exhausted with argument.” 
L ooks F or a I»i***r«f*ui«*nt. 
State's Attorney De a cen remained in 
his office uutil all hope of a verdict had 
bean abandoned and then he closed up 
his rooms and went home. 
He was still 
hopeful of a verdict, but naturally 
looks upon a disagreement as the moat 
likely outcome. 
Rumors of all kinds were afloat, all of 
them being to (fie effect that tile friends 
of Lnetg* rt ou the jury were weaken­ 
ing. 
It was known yesterday that the 
vote stood 8 to 4, and then rumors were 
that it was IO tor the death penalty and 
% for acquittal. 
A later story wa- that 
it stood 11 for hanging and I for acquit­ 
tal. 
Juror Harley is admitted to be the 
stout friend of Luetgert on the jnrv, 
ana it is he who was leading the fight 
for an acquittal. 
Just before retiring last night the jury 
took another ballot, the vote standing 
9 for conviction and 3 few acquittal. The 
four jurors who I lave been standing out 
for acquittal are Behtniller. Barber, 
Kola bi rd and Harley 
The two latter 
ore still for acquittal, but either Bell- 
miller ar Barber voted for the state. 
There is much feeling against Harley 
among the jurors who favor the death 
penalty. 
They say he will not argue 
the (sis** in any way, but sticks stolidly 
for Luetgert. 
Hts VV Hr H avin g Fun W ith H im . 
Over iu the jail, Luetgert anxiously 
awaited word from the juryroom. 
He 
tried, os usual, to keep up an appear­ 
ance Of indifference, aud, as usual, made 
a failure of it. 
“If they don’t agree,” he said last 
night, “ I get bail and I will be out of 
this. 
I eau give bail for $1,000,000, if 
they wont that much. 
My wife is liv­ 
ing somewhere, but I admit she is hav­ 
ing a lot of fun with me at present. 
There is one thing sure,” the prisoner 
said with great positiveness, “there will 
be no conviction in this case. 
It will 
either be an acquittal ar a disagree­ 
ment.”

“ I found the dining room of a house 
that I was looking over one night,” 
said the retired burglar, ‘‘filled w ith a 
glow of light from a bright hard coal 
fire burning in a grate at one end of the 
room.

Some Practical Conv Alienees. 
In two of tho museums of old Homan 
antiquities at Naples there are several 
water heaters, which indicate that tho 
principle of the water tube, tho crown­ 
ing feature of modern boilers, was fully 
understood and appreciated some 2,000 
years ago. Mr. W. T. Bonner of Cin­ 
cinnati has been investigating these 
heaters bud found them to be as inter­ 
esting as they are beautiful. 
One of 
them consists of an outer shell 
12 
Inches in diameter aud im cr Iv 17 inches 
high, surmounted by a somewhat bomi* 
Spherically shaped top. Inside this shell 
is an internal ch indi r, also having a 
hemispherical top, w hich is lo inehia 
in diameter aud 12 inches high. The 
two ahi lls are connected at the bottom 
by a rim, like the mud ring of a loco­ 
motive firebox, and the space between 
them was filled with water. The grate 
was formed of seven tulle# made from 
sheet brouze, rolled ami soldered or 
brazed 
These tubes opt u at both ends 
into tin-bottom of the space between 
the sin Us, thus forming a water lube 
grate for the fuel to rest upon. 
Charcoal was probably used w ith this 
! heater and was placed on the grate 
I through an .opening 4.8 inches high aud 
4 inches w ide, closed by a beautifully 
decorated door. The gases from the fire 
eseajied into t he outer air through three 
small openings funned by tubes cross­ 
ing from the inner to the outer shell 
alout 6.8 inches above the grate. The 
whole apparatus wats raised about 12 
inches on a tripod ho as to allow air tc 
'reach tho fuel. 
In another boiler of 
somewhat tho home type the outer shell 
has the form of un urn, while the inn* r 
shell rises from a wutor tube grate to 
un opening rn the side, 
It is 12 inches 
in diameter at the widest part, 17.(1 
ineboh high mid supported on a trijsxi 
about 4 iiM Im h high. Its g< Horal shape 
is much like that of tho silver cream 
pip Im rs known as tho Paul Hi Vero pat 
t< ms, although, of course, it is much 
larger and has a top clewed by u lid. 
It 
has been suggested that these utensils 
may have served at some time to heat 
wino asw ell as water, which sugges­ 
tion appears reasonable, as many his­ 
torians state that the Pompeiians made 
great u.m oi hot drinks, it may be that 
they wi re found iii one of tho toxin pod! 
or cabs, « f which there were so vt rut in

to en tor the New York College of Vet­ 
erinary Surgeons, with a view of talcing 
the three yoars* course aud qualifying 
with the degree of D. V. S. 
T iny w ill form the first woman's 
alas* in a veterinary college in this 
country, though France has one gradu­ 
ate and there arc a few in Germany 
and Russia. 
The names of five young women have 
already been enrolled in tho institution, 
and letters of inquiry are being received 
from others every day. Dr. E. N. Leary 
has been assigned by the faculty to form 
the class. 
From tho letters which Dr. Leary has 
jaaceived it appears that most of Ihu 
young women who intend to Study w ill 
do so with the idea of earning a living.
